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Procedures for granting freshmen advanced standing in En^sh at ei^t Iowa 
coleges and universities are briefly desaibed. At Central Cdege. Drake University. 
Mason City Junior Cdege. State Cdege of Iowa. University of Iowa, and Wartburg 
Cdege. students who have participated in the hgh school Advanced Standing Program 
are automaticaly granted credit for Freshman Lr^sh courses if they have the proper 
hi^ sdyx)l recommendation and if they pass a proficiency test. Chnnd Colege has no 
regular freshman composition course, but wi consider Ranting credit for literature 
courses to Advanced Standing students on the basis ot interviews and examinations. 
At Iowa State University, espedaly qualified freshmen are invited to enrd in an 
advanced Endsh program in li^ of the regi4ar courses. (BN) 
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NOTE: Althou^ they may not have established procedures dealing spe- 
cifically with ASP studei^, colleges and universities other than thoee , 
listed bdow firequently have procedures for granting advanced standing 
and college credit for the kind of instruction and practice students receive 
in Advanced Standing En glish. If an ASP student will atten d a college " 
or university whidi does not have a statement induded here, he is advised 
to consult the catalog of that institution and to write to die Director 
of Admissions about the possibility of receiving advanced standing and 
credit He is also advised to take wifli him when he rq^isters 
a copy of his ASP teadier's one-page description of tbe course with a 
nAtaflwn at die bottom indicating how wdl he performed in the course.

The ASP student coming to Drake should indicate early his desire 
to demonstrate his proficiency by examination. The examination will 
be 0 ven on the Drake campus (in extraordinary dreumstanoes, at his 
home school) at a time convenient to the candidate after he has indkasted 
interest tt will call for an essay of at least one thousand words, written 
in a fluee-hour period, on a subject diosen by the condtdotf firom a 
considerable list Hie gramining committee will assure the list is 
idevant to the content of ftie student's high sdiool ASP work as sum- 
marized by die teacher in a one-page desc^ption of the course (usually 
circulated throu|^ the Advanced Standing Program Organization). The 
list will predominantly require literary analysis. 

After the examining committee reads the essay, the student will be 
(daced in the Drake program at one of the following points: 



1. He will be assigned to Regular En^ish 1 and 2 or Advanced 
English 1 and 2. 

2. He will be granted 3 semester hours of credit and asdgned 
to Advanced English 2. 

3. He will be granted 6 semester hours of credit and excused 
from Ekiglish 1 and 2 . 

If die student is granted 3 semester hours of credit, he will be encouraged 
to take Eni^ish 68 during his second semester. £f the studoit is graced 
6 semester hours of credit, he will be encouraged to talc# EngHsh 57 
during his first semester and then, on the recommendation of his in- 
structor, eUher English 58 or a lOO-levd course in Eni^ish.

for the year's work. Most students entering Iowa State Univerrity take 
English 101, 102, and 103. 

A few espedally wdl-qualified Freshmen (about 3-4%) axe invited 
to enroll in an advanced Ehi^ish program in lieu of the regular 
This advanced program conrists of two courses - Bn f ^i s h 131 and 132 
- of idiich meets for three one-hour periods a wedc, and each of 
which carries five quarter-hours of credit Studente enrolled in the advance 
program earn ten credits for two4hirds of ayear's work. English 13M32 
is very different from the regular 101-2-3 program - different texts and 
intdlectuaUy more "mature" and more complex writing assignments.

Any student entering the University of Iowa who is assigned to the 
Rhetoric 10:3 course (the accelerated course) on his Admission Statement 
is encouraged to try to satisfy the Rhetoric requirement by examination 
at the tw ginning of his first semester on campus. Any entering student 
who is known to have had Advanced Standing or Advanced Placement 
F;ngii«h during the twelfth grade is automatically assigned to 10:3 (a 
4 semester hour course)— instead of to 10:1 (and subsequently to 10:2, 
for a total of 8 semester hours). 

The Rhetoric proficiency examinations consist of two extemporaneous 
examinations, one in writing and one in public speaking. For the theme 
examination, the student selects one of the half a dozen broad topics 
presented to him, narrows it to a more manageable subject about which 
he has some knowledge, and writes an argumentative paper of at least 
450 words on a proposition related to the narrowed subject He is given 
two hours to do this in a supervised situation; he is permitted to consult 
a dictionary supplied by the examination proctors but is not permitted 
to consult any sources or notes he himself provides. For the speech 
examination, the student selects one of the dozen broad topics presented 
to him, narrows it as with the theme examination, and outlines or other- 
wise prepares notes which will help him deliver an argumentative speech 
of some four minutes on the subject After fiffy minutes provided for 
such supervised preparation, the student joins eight or nine other students 
who t^ikP turns delivering toeir speeches before each other— and before 
two instructors who rate the spe^es independently. The entire speech 
examination — preparation, delivery, and listening to the speeches of the 
other students — stakes about two hours. As with the theme exam, the student 
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is suppUed with scratch and note paper; he should brhig nothing to the
